That plan con- 
sists in the abolition of the army, or at 
least in a reduction of the rank and file 
to five thousand men. It is conceded 
that the president can’ muster out 
the enlisted men. He can aiso hold the 
officers in commission without pay until 
congress acts upon the subject. Itis 
also conceded that there 1s no real ne- 
cessity for over five thousand troops, 
and even on the plains volunteers would 
be available in an emergency. Sucha 
measure would be popular on account 
of the large saving it would lead to. 
Moreover it would be in accordance 
with the action of the law-making pow- 
er, which has refused to yote any 
money for the army. It would destroy 
some of the thunder of the democratic 
party, and it would keep congress out 
of Washington until December. So 
reasons the administration, and it is 
possible that the rather startling plan 
will be tried.

If I can get the seed I wish to 
raise it for sale. Dr, Lavender, of Pike 
» county, spoke of sheep husvoandry and 

the b he raised both ‘or wool and 
mutton. Please tell me which are the 
best for wrol, and which for muttor. 
Where can I get chufa seed? I would 
be obliged for a description of the San 
Dcupingo petaic, as L sent for some and 
am in bt as to whether I got what 
I ordered. a oe 

Dr. Layender’s remarks were to the 
fect that Southdowns are the best for 
mutton, and Merinos for wool. He 
cresses the Merino on common ewes and 
gets an average clipping of six or seven 
pounds. A Southdown buck put with 
alot of common ewes will bring the 
very best mutton sheep. The Cots 
wolds are thought to be not hardy in 
this chmate and require too much 
expense in feeding, as the cultivated 
grasses must be ra‘sed for them, while 
the Merinos will flourish with much 
leas attention. Ounias are becoming 
Very scarce, and at prasent there are 
none in this city, but our seed mer- 
chants will be hkely to replenish their 
stock as long as there are any in the 
country. We would suggest to send 
your order to be filled when any may 
be received. Mr. Mark W. Johnson, of 
this city, can in a)! probability supply 
you soon. The San Domingo is a rou:r-d 
or oval shaped white potato, rather 
thick skin and firm, yellowish white 
flesh. We do not recall anything with 
reference to canary seed, out should 
we discover it in the course of our 
proceedingsof the recent meeting. will 
inform you.

THE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY OF 
AUMTER COUNTY 

held its April. meeting at the court 

house in Americus, on April 3. 1877. 

In the absence of Piesident Juco. A. 
Cobb, vice-President S. H. Hawkins 
presided,and A. A. Adams was re- 
quested to write the minutes of the 
meeting.

A. A. Adams, as pre- 
viously appointed, read an article 
mainiaining the «ffirmative. R. J. Hill, 
though blind and not present had pre- 
pared through? an amanuensis, a very 
interesting communication, which was 
much eulugized by the society. M. E. 
Rylander, J. Harper Black, Jno. W. 
Jordan, jr., and others, made favorab:e 
remarks—and the society declared it, 
in their opinion profitable, and recom- 
mended farmers to raise their plow 
stock. 

A second question was called: ‘Fruit 
culture,” and Ur. W. J. Reese—as pre- 
viously requested—presented an essay 
full of interest and information, which, 
with the papers above mentionei, were 
referred to Messrs. J. W. Jordan, Jr., 
William B. Guerry and Samuel McGar- 
rah, as a committee to confer with the 
Sumter Republican as to their publica- 
tion. 

William A. Wilson, J. Harper Black 
and C. W. Hand were appointed a 
committee, under the follo » ing resolu- 
tions: 

“Whereas, Weare convinced that 
the best interest of the county will be 
subserved by awakening the minds of 
our farmers to the discussion of various 
agricultural subjects; and, whereas, 
agricultural clubs, in some neighbor- 
hoods of the county, have been at- 
tended with very satisfactory results ; 

Therefore resolved, Tht this socivty 
recommend the farmers of the 
various peighborhoods to form agri- 
cultural clubs. 

2. That a committee of three be ap-

The acres 
of rauk clover and grass, growing for use as hay, 
are transformed into a handsome park, and the 
improvements goingon daily are adding at- 
tractions which will shortly make the spot a 
sought for oasis in the hard, smoky. busy !imits 
of the modern city. Much has been said and 
written about a park for Atlanta, and someday, 
doubtless, our excessive utilitarian spirit will 
bow sufficiently to the wsthetic as to induce a 
noble effort toward supplying the much needed 
adjunct, upon a scale commensurate with our 
fame and our advantages. In the meantime it 
is a happy forerunner that we will have in the 
beautiful little park now taking shape on city 
hall bfll, under the direction of Mr. J. A. 
Roberts, the tasteful and energetic keeper of 
that publie building and grounds. For our 
readers we note someof the tnings going on 
there. 

A HANDSOME LANDSCAPE 

has been acquired by the aid of landscape 
gardner and the city engineer, which latter 
surveyed the walks that have been cut and 
graded in the park. These walks are both 
straight and serpentine and are so run as to 
leave ample lawrs and bedding places for 
shrubs and flowers. There are some dozen fur. 
longs or more of these waiks, which are as 
smooth and levei asa floor giving most admi-. 
rable ways for baby-carriages, velocipedes and 
the children can tiod no place beiter adapted 
Council has 

the thorough sanding of these walks 
andogh they will be as firm and smooth as 
asphaltum or shel!-road avenues, 

The trees&lready planted and growing in reg- 
ulaf order will seon afford very invitiug shade, 
and recently Mr. Roberts has set out thirty-six 
handsome young magnolias. He has also put 
outsome Lew silver poplarsand some rare trees 
Of fofeigu nativity. In time these will be the 
very choicest ernaments ofthe park. 

THE FOUNTAIN. 

In the cirele nearest to Washin;ton street it 
is di sigmed to,have erected « large and beauti- 
julfountain Iti» hardly anticipated that the 
city council will argree te bear the entire ex 
pense of this useful and ornamental fixture of 
the park, but it is thought uhey will contribute 
liberally to a fand which a numberof public 
spirited citizens propose to gather for the pur- 
poee. itis already assured‘that from $2,500 
$3,000 can be had by private subscription fora 
large substantial fountain. Such a contribu- 
tion to the park would be both an evidence of 
the liberality of our citizens and a testimony to 
their taste and culture. 

MUSIC IN THE AIR. 

The second circie ecross the avenue is to be 
graced with a handsome pagoda music stand, 
where a brass band can find com /fortai le con- 
veniences and from which discourse sweet 
music to the crowds that wi.l ficck to the park 
during the summer afternoons A lage, tall 
flagstaff may be erected from its center, also, 
upou which to display the nationa! colors apon 
ali holidays and notable occasions. 

The unsightly brick building containing the 
closets 's to be removed at once, and those con- 
veniences are t© be located under the smaller 
room of the clerk’s office; are to be seven in 
number, including divisions for ladies and gen- 
tlemen to be supplied with water, and kept in 
charge by an attendant.

Seats ate to be placed all about the park, in 
the shape of small wooden settecs. These will 
be placed in convenient spots for shade and 
affor4 facilities for rest. 

Boxes have been placed among the trees, in 
which scores of tlue-birds and sparrows are 
building their nests, Signs will be erected warn- 
ing the boys anc all others against stoning the 
birds or running On the graas plots. 

All this work is put upon the park at exceed- 
ing small expense, and the manner in which 
his slender means have been used reflect credit 
upon the taste and management of Mr. Roberts, 
the keeper, who is au admirable man for the 
place. Cour cil should stand up-to him in this 
labor, for we know our people will iargely enjoy 
the place of resort he bas #0 sk!lifully and 
handsomely proyided for them.

THE MISSION OF SORROW AND 
SUFFERING. 


Discourse of Rev. Dr. Hoge at the 
Central Presbyterian Church Last 
Night. 


Despite the storm and limited notice 
given of the service, there was quitea large 
congregation gathered at the Central Presbyte- 
rian chureh iast night, to hear a discourse from 
Rev. Moses D. Hoge, D. D., of Richmond. Va., 
who at present is the guest of Rev. J. T. Lelt- 
witch, D. D., of this city. 

This eminent divine is not unknown to the 
people of the entire south, ashe took & very 
active part in promoting religious interests of 
the late confederate states government, at one 
time going to England to procure bibles and 
other publications needed by the churches and 
religious associations of the southern states. 
Although a member of a distinguished family, 
this eloquert and learned man has achieved for 
bimself a world wide reputation as an author, 
preacher and Christian philanthropist 

It wasupon him that the great bovor was 
conferred, when the statue orf General ‘Stone- 
wali” Jackson was unveiled iu Richmond, Va.., 
of delivering an eulogy upon the life, characier 
and Veracity of that epotlesshero. This wasa 
fitting recognition of Rev. Dr. Hoge’s eminent 
and unweaiied efforts, inthe camp and the 
hoepital, to promote the spiritual and physical 
interests of the nob e soldiers who followed that 
undaunted leader. And recently another de- 
served honor has been conferred uron him, in 
his selection by the southern Presbyterian 
chureh to represent it in the great Pan-Anglican 
convention to be held in England duriag the 
present year. 

There is something striking in the very ap- 
pearance of Rev. Dr, Hoge, as he stands before 
a vast congregation and sways it by his ire- 
sistable power and eloquence. Tail and spare, 
yet straight and active, with a smooth face and 
black hair,and aneyeciear and penetrating, 
one looks in vain for a single evidence of age in 
his physical condition. But when he has closed 
his discourse, aud the heartsand minds and 
souls of his hearers bave been purified,enlight- ‘ 
ened and brought iuto ciose communion with 
God through the rich treasures of knowledge 
and Christian experience with which he has 
been blessed, no one can fail tosee that the great 
preacher has gathered all his wisdom by long 
years of unwearied service, and iu the midst of 
many trials.
